each of the claimants for the kingship, 
Mataafa being heard one day and Tanu 
another. They were addressed not as 
kinRs. but simply as 'Sir.' They prom- 
ised to support the commission in 
whatever action was taken. 


"Some days later the Cadger went 


along the coast to Malie. where Ma- 
taafa's headquarters were located. The 
native chiefs came alongside and for- 
mal surrender of 15 guns was made to 
the commission. 


"Mataafa and his chiefs came aboard 


the ship and were entertained at a din- 
ner. The Tanu party followed with the 
surrender of fheir arms a few days 
later; for while the decision of the 
commissioners had upheld Tanu, yet 
it was fe'.t to be in the interest of all 
concerned that the n-ative kingship 
should be brought to an end. and that 
an adrnini^.-ration b\ white men, at 
least over those localities -where white 
interests 
are 
greatest, 
should be 


brought about. 
Tanu yielded to this 


decision." 


Herr Rose did not wish to discuss the 


future government of the island, as thii 
might anticipate the report of the com- 
mission. He has no doubt, however 
that the essential principle will be thi 
white men's administration in place c 
the native kingship, certainly for those 
parts wnere fi**»gs interests predomi*^ \vii' 
nate. while at the same Time the na- 
tives will be given proper direction in 
the affairs of the island.
